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In view of Applicant's amendment filed August 1 1, 2003, restriction to one of the 
following inventions is now required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. This application contains the 
following inventions or groups of inventions that are not so linked as to form a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

I. Claims 1, 3-5, 10, 11, 14, 16 and 17, drawn to a device for admitting backwash fluid to 
a filter bed, classified in class 210, subclass 275. 

II. Claims 1 8-23, drawn to a system for backwashing a filter bed, classified in class 210, 
subclass 274.
